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L O T T E R Y Q U E S T I O N . 


There have been so many nnsaoeeeetal 
attempts made by the postoffice depart­ 
m ent of the fro vernment to prevent the 
ti a n sa tio n of business by the Louisiana 
lottery, that a more t fife d iv e plan has 
been suggested. Representative Bing­ 
ham , t f Penn*} lvania, has placed the 
m atter before congress and seeks to try 
the power of the general government in 
the effort to suppress all .lottery schemes. 
The ohief provisions of the bill are 
th ese — 
No letter or circular concerning lotte­ 
ries or similar enterprises shall be oarried 
in the mail, and that any one who shall 
deposit snob m atter in the mails shall be 
fined not more than (500 nor less than 
$100, and shall be imprisoned not less 
than six m onths. The act shall be a con­ 
tinuer b offense from the place of mail* 
m g to and including the piece of deliv­ 
ery, and every U nited {States conn in tbs 
districts through which the mail passes 
aba'l have jurisdiction for the trial cf the 
offense. To fnrtber enforce the si it it of 
th e bio, it is provided that the postmas 
ter genera1, upon eatiefactcry evidence 
that a person or company is engaged in 
a lcttery cr similar scheme, may instruct 
postmasters to return sit registered let­ 
ters addressed to Ic ttei ies or their agents 
to the senders, and that if it be publicly 
advertised that any bank or other firm 
will receive money for a lottery, it shall 
be taken as evidence that the firm ie an 
' agent of the lottery, and no registered 
mail m atter shall be delivered to the firm, 
The same regulations shall apply to the 
delivery and paym ent of money orders.’ 
The fate of Ibis bill cannot be deter­ 
mined, but it would a* em that from the 
present condition of public sentim ent on 
the ques lion that congress will misrep­ 
resent the people of t i is country if it 
fails to pass such a prohibitory bill as 
that introduced by M r. Bingham .

be renewed.

agers of that lottery seeing the hand- 
wii iog on the wall are seeking a field of 
operation elsewhere. 
I t will seek in 
vain. 
The attem pt to establish a lottery in 
N orth Dakota was profitable in one di­ 
rection. 
I t brought cut an expression 
of pot lie ren tim eit on tb st question 
From north and south and east and weal 
there came * these ^righteous protests 
against t ie sliceds of the blighting 
scheme* A id t i d e did not come from 
churches alone. 
T ie moral senee cf the 
whole country was cffei ded by the out­ 
rage, t i d newspapers, merchants, bank­ 
ers, manufacturers, lawyers, physicians, 
and wsge-earners cf all creeds, raised 
their voices against the shameful at­ 
tem pt to disgrace the young state.

Extradition Is not to be had for 
political offenses, nor shall any person 
surrendered by either party be tried for 
any other offense than the one for which 
he was extradited. 
The treaty does 
not apply to crimes committed before IU 
ratification. 
The discussion lastod two hours and 
two changes of Importance were adopted 
by the Senate. 
The word “ voluntary’’ 
was Inserted before 
“ manslaughter," 
thus limiting the degree of that crime, 
which Is made extraditable. 
The words

railroad company and ac mss tile Arkan­ 
sas river at or near Pendleton, Ark.; to 
amend the act for the construction of a 
railroad bridge across the Mississippi 
river at or near Natchez: to establish a 
port of delivery at Sioux City, Iowa. 
The educational bill came up as unfin­ 
ished business, and Mr. Blair proceeded 
with his address.

19.—The man 
who is believed to have driven Dr. 
Cronin to the Carlson cottage and de­ 
livered him to his murderers, and for 
whom the police have been searching so 
long, has been arrested in this city. He 
has been identified by Lieut. Clark and 
Officer Collins of Chicago as the supposed 
“ Sm ith,” for whom they have been 
searching so long. 
He was arrested Monday uight by De­ 
tective Thomas of Chicago, hut the m at­ 
ter did not leak out until the next morn­ 
ing. 
The prisoner is known here as J. 
B. Kelly. 
When the Chicago & Alton train pull­ 
ed into the Union depot Tuesday night, 
Lieut. Clark and Officer Collins of the 
Chicago police department, who knew 
Kelly, alighted and accompanied by De­ 
tective Thomas repaired to the Four 
Conrts. 
They at first gave fictitious 
names, 
but 
later 
were 
recognized. 
When Kelly was brought out both Clark 
and Collins nodded 
their heads and 
said: 
“ Yes, he is the man.” 
When Kelly was led bark to his cell 
he was followed by Lieut. Clark, who 
had a brief talk with the prisoner, but 
claimed to have elicited nothing ney 
from him. 
Kelly was seen after being identified 
and said: “ If ever these men made a 
mistake in their lives it is now. They do 
not know me and I do not know them 
I had nothing to do with the murder o' 
Dr. Cronin,” he said. 
“ I never admit­ 
ted to any one that I was the part y t ’ < 
Chicago police were looking for: it is • 
case of mistaken identity. 
My first vi i 
to Chicago was about Feb. 15, 1*8'*, aud 
I left 'there four months later. 
I was 
there two months before an I two m o n t h s 
later than the Cronin mu der. I will tell 
you how they came to connect me with 
the Cronin murder. 
About two months, 
I think, before the Cronin 
murder, 
my room mate gave mo a paper known 
as the Irish Citizen. 
Iii this paper, I 
saw a notice of Thomas Desmond of San 
Francisco being 
in 
Chicago. 
I had 
known Desmond in the West, and wont 
to the Citizen office, where I asked Mr. 
Finerty, the editor, about Desmond. He 
answered me gruffly, and I left. 
I made 
several visits on the same mission, and 
my anxiety to see him may have cast 
suspicion on me. 
I havo not attern pled 
to hide while here, and am perfectly 
willing to return to Chicago without a 
requisition.” 
Later 
Kelley sent 
a telegram to 
friends in Little Rock notifying them 
th at he had been arrested for complicity 
in tno Cronin murder. 
He also signed 
papers agreeing to return to Chicago 
without a requisition. 
Detective Thomas said that notw ith­ 
standing what Kelley said he was of the 
opinion th at there was a strong case 
against him. 


D enies T hat It Is Cooney. 
Chicago, Feb. 19.—The police are 
not inclined to talk about the arrest at 
L ittle Rock and for which the arrest of 
a 
man at Hancock, Mich., was at first 
mistakenly reported. They refuse to say 
w hether or not the man under arrest is 
the iong-sought Cooney or to give any 
information as to the capture. 
How­ 
ever, from a man who has had charge of 
one branch of the case and whose infor­ 
mation may be considered absolutely re­ 
liable, your correspondent succeeded In 
getting some im portant facts. 
“The man,” said he, “ is not ‘Cooney 
the Fox.’ 
But he is a fellow who was in 
the Cronin conspiracy and whose arrest, 
if it has been affected, may be regarded 
as of the highest importance. 
Still, we 
are unable to say whether the man in 
custody is the right individual. 
The 
chief should have heard from Officer 
Collins at 8 o’clock this morning. 
W hat 
the delay means I can’t tell you.” 
“ Is the man Simonds who bought the 
furniture at Revell’s?” 
“ I can’t say as to that now. 
Wait un­ 
til Collins is heard from.” 
“How long have the pollee been on 
this man’s trail?” 
“ For a number of weeks. 
They have 
been working on the case night and day 
and had by no means given up the search 
for new facts, as a good many poople 
supposed.” 
“ Will tho evidence be strong enough 
to secure the conviction of this man lf 
he should be brought back and placed on 
trial?” 
“ I think I am safe in saying that It 
would.” 
T hat the individual arrested Is be­ 
lieved to belong to the inner ring of 
conspirators is evident from the fact 
th at Officer Collins was dispatched to 
Identify the man and bring him back. 
Collins is the officer who identified Mar­ 
tin Burke at Winnipeg, and was largely 
instrum ental in securing the extradition 
of the young Irishman.

prisoner as allowed the agent of the 
London Times. 
The Rt.-Hon. Henry M atthews, Secre­ 
tary of Stato for Home Affairs, said he 
had no authority to grant the request 
for a sworn inquiry. 
Ho denied the al­ 
legations against the prison officials and 
said that Daly had stated that he had 
no complaint to make of his treatm ent. 
Mr. Healy thon asked the question: 
“ Was Daly nearly poisoned?” 
In reply Mr. M atthews said that the 
prison 
dispenser had put too much 
belladonna In a prescription for Daly. 
Ho lias since been suspended for his 
negligence. 


WHOLESALE 
EXECUTION. 


Nine Men B eheaded and Five Strangled to 


D eath in China. 
L ondon, Fob. 19.—Dispatches from 
Shanghai give full details of a whole­ 
sale execution which took place recen tiy 
In I ekin. The condemned were fourteen 
in number and were carried to the place 
of execution in wagons. 
They were 
dressed in red, their hands being tied 
behind them and a heavy chain being 
around their necks.

one was forced to dig a grave for himself 
two feet In depth. 
Tho subsequent work of the execu­ 
tioner was speedy, and in a very few 
moments nine were beheaded and live 
strangled 
The bodies of the latter 
were stretched on the ground, and the 
officers pinned on each a large paper giv­ 
ing the name and crime of the con­ 
demned. Later the bodies were exposed, 
to be tho prey of carrion birds. 
An im­ 
mense crowd flocked to Pekin from the 
neighboring country to witness the ex­ 
ecution.

Sonic Good and T im ely Suggestions -jllow 
to Correct A buses.

We have heard much said of late, 
about ballot reform, by the Australian 
system of Toting, as embodied in the 
so-called Cooper law of this state. While 
this metLod of voting may work benefi­ 
cial results and prove a great blessing to 
the country, your correspondent is of tbe 
opinion that there ie nothing of a pcliti- 
c;l nature which needs reforming to 
mat h ss the usual method of presenting 
candidates for the support of tbe peop’e. 
Without caucus reform accompanying 
the O loper law, it o&nuot work very ben­ 
eficial ret nits in our city, especially. The 
aril r has attended numerous caucuses 
jU our city, when one or two leading pol - 
i hogans mede all the nominations for the 
meeting, and no cne even dared or

Viz: Let the fesverai ward committees, 
instead of calling their caucuses as ii 
usually dene at seven and one-half 
o’clock in the I evening, open the poll 
for the primary election, say from three 
to fife o’clock p . m , and then a^ain 
in tho evening at from 
seven 
to 
eight o clock. By this means every voter 
could have tbe opportunity of expressing 
his choice for candidates. I t takes at 
least cm -half of all tbe voters in cur 
stores, hotels and shope to prop<r- 
jy 
Caro 
for 
them 
temporarily 
Th 3se are therefore disfranchised by be­ 
ing nnable to attend tbe oaucus under 
existing arrangements. 
Often too, (the 
caucus is called on Thursday evening, 
when a large number of our citizens are 
expected to atterd church and cannot at 
the same tim e, attend a political meet­ 
ing. 
We adopted this primary election 
method of making nominations in our 
city, seme eighteen yesas ago, and while 
the people generally were Well pleated 
with it, the professional politician was op­ 
posed to it, and by some means, the ward 
committees were induced to abandon it 
While this system was in force two 
thirds of the voters in the republican 
patty took a part in making the nomica 
tions. 
Under the present method not 
more than one-fonrth and sometimes not 
c ne-fcixth of tbe voters of that party, at­ 
tend the caucus. By this method, too 
the city delegate convention is dispensed 
with, the nominatiora being m adedi 
redly in the wards. The lese central! 
zation there is about Rote nomination■ 
the better, and tbe more republican Iley 
are. 
Perhaps, seme one asks, how are 
the peoj Ie to knew who will accept an 
cffice, and who they shall vote to nomi­ 
nate ? It is customary under this method 
for the friends i of various persons, to 
make announcements of their names 
through tbe press. These announce 
monte, however, are by no means bind 
mg upon the people. Every voter goee 
to the polls, ana there expresses his pref­ 
erence. 
The persons having the greatest num­ 
ber or voters, for any .particular office, ie 
me nominee. 
This system is working well in other 
pisces. Let us adopt it again in Janes­ 
ville, and thus give the voters generally, 
in this quiet and orderly method, an op 
portnnity of ex p o sin g their preference 
f ir tbe peisons whom they wish to sop 
pc rt c n the day of election. 
In cocciusion fthe writer will state 
that he has no desire for a city offioe, nor 
would he again eocepft a nominaticn 
for one; bat has thus broufht this sub­ 
ject to the attention of the people, at the 
instance of numerous good citizens, who 
wish to participate in making city nomi­ 
nations, where there shall be neither 
ball Jozing m r intimidation.
